Vef Office Releases 
Terms for Insurance 

Attention of all veterans is called 
to two recent releases by the Vet- 
erans Admiinstration concerning 1) 
eligibility for dental work at gov- 
emment expense, and 2) terms for 
insurance against total disability on 
the National Service Life Insurance 
policy. 

Regarding (I), Indiana veterans 
may receive dental examinations to 
help correct service-connected ail- 
ments by filing application with the 
VA Contact Office, 214 Post Office 
Bldg., Lafayette, Ind. Applicants 
will then receive a letter of author- 
ization via mail. Within thirty 
days of receipt of this letter, the 
veteran must present himself to the 
dentist of his choice for examina- 
tion. This applies to Indiana vet- 
erans only. 

Regarding (2), veterans who, hold 
a NSLI policy may now be in- 
sured against total disability caused 
by service - connected injuries by 
proving good health and by paying 
an extra premium. Rates range 
from six cents to ninety-four cents 
per $1,000 of insurance; disability 
benefits are at the rate of five dol- 
lars per month for each $1,000 
of insurance carried. Face value of 
the policy will not be reduced by 
disability payments. Veterans with 
disabilities less than total in de- 
gree may apply also. 

Those wishing full particulars 
should apply to the Contact Office 
at the address given above.

According to the Chinese, one picture can 
sear upon the human mind a deeper, more 
lasting impression than oan a thousand writ- 
ten wordB, for when studying a picture, our 
own imaginative faculties are brought into 
play. By permitting ourselves to wander 
from the realistic to the idealistic, some- 
times volumes will unfold before us. 

— There is one picture, an ageless one of almost 
two thousand years, whioh will forever captivate 
anyone meditating on it. It is beautifully simple, 
yet overpoweringly majestic. Its theme is pain- 
fully commonplace, yet it signifies the beginning 
of man’s Redemption. Its main characters are 
poor and humble, yet a mighty king searched 
vainly for them; driven on by so crazed a fear 
that a newborn child was about to rule from his 
throne, he ordered that every man-child in his 
realm be put to the sword. This story of the 
birth of a babe is also the, story of three great 
and wise kings who came far from the EaBt to 
present gifts, tokens of their love and reverence. 

For certain, the Nativity is an objeot les- 
son in love, patience, charity, and humility. 
With nothing but swaddling clothes and the 
breath of a few animals for warmth, a 
manger of straw in which to lie, and a Stable 
for His first home, thus did the Xing of 
kings enter His earthly kingdom. Humble, 
patient Joseph could find only a cave, and 
. that inhabited by animals, for the Savior’s 
birthplace. Only poor shepherds Were pres- 
ent to worship Him. 

As vivid today as it was two thousand years 
ago, this scene will be repeated in millions of 
Christmas cribs the world over. With the war 
now but an ignominious scar on the grizzled 
body of Time, first revivals of pre-war eUBtoms 
will take place on a universal scale as families 
will be complete again.
